We have hesitated to speak of the new management of the 
Crystal Palace until we could see some distinct signs of improve- 
ment in the controlling power of this great institution, and could 
at the same time offer hints which we feel convinced would be 
sufficiently important to be taken. As is pretty generally 
known, Mr. Robert Bowley, one of the most active and zealous 
officers of the Sacred Harmonic Society, is now manager, and 
the bright and cheerful aspect of the Palace, the determination 
to present a constant succession of attractions, and the orderly 
way in which many matters are carried out that heretofore were 
widely open to improvement, prove that the choice of directors 
has been judicious, and that Mr. Bowley, though hitherto only 
connected publicly with a merely musical society for the repre- 
sentation of sacred works, is fully capable of ministering to pro- 
fane pleasures, and taking the reins of government at the great 
Sydenham building. 

The grand flower-show of Saturday last was one of the most 
brilliant affairs that have taken place even in this magnificent 
structure, which is so calculated to lend enchantment to a floral 
display. Advantage was taken of the peculiar facilities afforded 
by the Crystal Palace for distributing plants, to a greater extent 
than on any previous occasion, and any visitors who strayed from 
the long line of the nave, on either side of which the exhibited 
plants were disposed, to any of the adjacent courts, still found 
their path literally strewn with flowers, the entrance to each 
court, and, in some instances, the court itself, being lined with 
plants of less pretension than their more prominent neighbours 
in the nave, though scarcely less beautiful. There was really on 
this occasion a ‘floral promenade’’—as the advertisements have 
it—at the Crystal Palace, and the manager will do well to 
afford ample scope in future to the arrangers of the flowers, 
since their taste may be employed to the utmost advantage. 
The long formal line of exhibited plants displayed in the 
nave, though each specimen may possess a claim for the 
educated florist, can hardly be considered so grateful to the 
eye as the judicious distribution of even less pretending specimens 
of culture with the important relief of green leaves which can be 
obtained by scattering plants here and there. The Crystal 
Palace is a perfect garden in itself, and though it would be im- 
politic, perhaps, to distribute the competing specimens about the 
avenues and courts, yet we feel convinced that the tasteful dis- 
position of miscellaneous plants in such places on these festive 
occasions may be carried to a large extent; the Crystal Palace 
flower shows will then be unique, and the warmest patrons of the 














Horticultural and Royal Botanic Societies will flock to them as a 
novelty. Indeed, it is almost indispensable that the attractions 
on these days should be such as to divert the company from the 
nave. On Saturday last, though there were not more than 
12,000 visitors, there was occasionally a deal of inconvenient 
crowding, both in the nave and centre transept, to prevent which 
other means must be adopted beside that of placing the ex- 
hibitors’ plants on either side of the nave,—an improved, yet 
simple arrangement by the way which comiaands acknowledgment. 

The dispersion of extra plants and flowers about the courts and 
their entrances, and the small avenues, to which we have already 
called attention, is a step in the right direction, but we consider 
that much more may be done. We have seen little or nothing 
of floral devices at the Crystal Palace, while at many of the 
best provincial flower shows these matters have been most attrac- 
tive. As we have above insinuated, the exhibition of plants in 
one mass of bloom, destitute of verdant relief, and in immediate 
juxta-position, has not always a wondrous charm for the non- 
professional visitor; the azaleas and pelargoniums are alone 
sufficient to dazzle him with their glare. A judicious carrying 
out of the scheme of distribution would conciliate the uninitiated, 
who look at flowers simply for the gratification of the eye, and not 
with feelings of floricultural criticism, while floril devices, with 
or without the accompaniment of artificial fountains, might be 
introduced, we are certain, with the utmcst advantage. Whether 
prizes should be offered for such exhibitions, it is not exactly our 
place to discuss; but that such things should be exhibited we 
strenuously recommend. 

The general arrangements at this fée were much to be com- 
mended. ‘There was as little crowding as could be expected, 
making allowance for the concentration of the visitors, the com- 
pany being ‘‘ conducted,’’ in such directions as to avoid collision, 
by some very polite policemen, stationed at various points. Varied 
and incessant music was an important feature. The orchestral 
band of the Crystal Palace Company performed at half-past 12, an 
hour subsequently there was an organ performance by Mr. James 
Coward, a pianoforte “ recital ” by Miss Annie Elliott, and at “ post 
meridian half-past 4°’ a new wind band joined the orchestral 
and woke the echoes of the centre transept, to the cheer and delight 
of all. To this succeeded another organ performance, and a pro- 
gramme by the wind band separately. But while thus p~oviding 
plenty of music, it is highly important that quality should be 
looked after. Were we to pass over such an absurd exhibition 
as we heard on this occasion on the ‘‘ Great Festival Organ,” 
we should be doing an injustice to renowned organists who 
can play and keep time, and who are acquainted with the 
peculiarities and resources of the instrument over which they 
preside. We happened to be crossing the centre transept at two 
unfortunate moments on Saturday afternoon last. The first 
of these transits was accomplished just as the organist had arrived 
at the tenth bar of the well-known tenor song, ‘‘In native 
worth’’ (Creation), which he cut in twain, making the dotted 
minim on the word ‘‘king’’ a dotted crotchet, the succeeding 
quavers being in like manner curtailed of their due proportions, 
and the next bar being halved in the same remorseless style. 
This was at least eccentric, but was a trifling peccadillo compared 
with the outrage upon musical decency and taste involved in a 
subsequent performance. The second time we flitted athwart the 
transept the last movement of the celebrated ‘‘Fra poco” 
(Lucia) was issuing from the king of instruments, and the melody 
was delivered on the grand ‘' J’romba,"’ staccato throughout, semi- 
quavers not excepted. If any person who can blow the trom- 








bone will just play this air through, taking breath before every 
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note, a fair idea of the exhibition will be arrived at; indeed, the 
imitation will be faithful. Possibly” Mr. Coward intended to 
represent the dying strains of the broken-hearted Edgar Ravens- 
wood with a uniform series of musical gasps: granting that such 
was his purpose, he need not have employed the noisiest rank 
of pipes in the whole organ for so tender a melody. We 
never heard such violent exclamations of diszust from the lips 
of fashionable company as issued from several in the transept 
at this horrid burlesque. The organ-playing at the Crystal 
Palace is one of the mattevs that require rectification. There 
are only two courses open to the directors, if decent performance 
is considered of any moment at all. One is to engage organists 
of acknowledged reputation to perform on special days,—the 
other to make a permanent éngagement with the best organist 
that can be obtained. At Liverpool the Town Council have 
possessed themselves of a gentleman who is probably the best 
executant in Europe, and is also a sound musician, and an 
esteemed composer. At Birmingham a permanent organist has 
been attached to the town-hall for years, and the Leeds Music 
Hall will doubtless have its exclusive organist. Why the Crystal 
Palace, which possesses a very fine instrument, should not have 
the best talent to exhibit it, seems to us passing strange. 

The wind band is an addition of great importance. We are 
informed that during the summer evenings performances will be 
given in different parts of the grounds, which will be far preferable 
to the old plan of keeping those who wished to hear the music on 
the hard, dry, dusty gravel of the terraces. 

The refreshment department is still open to improvement, 
though since the establishment of the contract with Messrs. 
Sawyer and Strange there has been a change for the better. 
A terrace dining-room has been opened, which is, on the whole, 


pleasanter than the conspicuous area formerly assigned to hungry 


visitors. But locality matters little if everything be not at hand, 
and the fact of there being no obtainable bottled ale but bitter 
deserves exposure. It is not a great hardship certainly to be 
unable to obtain Scotch ale for one day, but in a concern of such 
magnitude and supported so largely it seems preposterous that 
these little details should be neglected, when we find in the 
smallest metropolitan dining-rooms everything, within reason, that 
car be called for. Without running the risk of being considered 
epicurean, we may surely suggest that more variety in the shape 
of cold dinner or luncheon can be provided than the eternal cold 
beef, veal and ham pie, and cold fowl. In the city, where a man 
dines as a matter of business, and generally in a hurry, he obtains 
almost anything he can desire. Going further and faring worse 
is exemplified at the Crystal Palace, where he dines at his leisure, 
and is literally fed with what the contractors think best for him, 
since there is devilish little choice,—or, to speak more politely, 
the variety is diabolically diminutive.

VOCAL ASSOCIATION. 


The fourth concert took place at St. James’s Hall yesterday- 


week, in the presence of a very large audience. The society 
itself claims our first notice, though the direction appears won- 
derfully spirited, and to endeavour to obtain the suffrages of the 
public by providing varied attractions at each concert. The 
performances of the choir on this occasion were as follows :— 
‘“*Saloum fae regem '’ (Hauptmann), ‘The night is peaceful’ 


Abt), ‘Fair May Queen” (Marenzio), “ Remembrance” 
endelssohn), **Suabian Melody,"’ and “Tyrolese Melody” 
n). We heard all but the first, and can speak in favour 
of-what we heard. Kiicken’s' “Come, Dorothy’’ was encored 


unanimously. The ‘‘Tyrolese Melody’’ was too much in the 
same style, and should have been left for a subsequent concert. 
Marenzio’s madrigal, one of his finest, was very well sung, and 
its execution showed that the attention of the Vocal Association 
may be advantageously bestowed on this class of music. 

The Orpheus Glee Union were retained. They sang ‘*The 
Miller’s Daughter ’’ (Hirtel), ‘* Love and wine ’’ and +‘ Slumber, 
dearest ’’ (Mendelssohn), and ‘‘ The Imuge of the Rose”’ 
(Reichardt). The last, though entitled a part-song, is in reality 
an alto solo with choral accompaniment. Both solo (Mr. Fielding) 
and accompaniment were done to perfection, and a demand for 
its repetition was unanimous, although it was the swaney Gives 
piece in the programme. The “ Love and wine”’ of Mendelssohn 
was a vast mistake. It is written for sold and chorus, and perhaps 
in no composition of the kind is the weight which a chorus alone 
can afford more necessary. If this be granted, the representation 
of such a piece by the Orpheus Glee Union without a chorus must 
be considered as an absurdity. What were the Vocal Association 
about ? Surely the tutti portions of this vigorous part-song were 
not beyond their capabilities. 

The soloists, vocal or instrumental, comprised the following 
artists: Mrs. Haynes, Madame Amadei, Madame Borchardt, 
Miss Susan Goddard, Herr Pischek, Mr. Wilbye Cooper, Herr 
Deck, M. Paque, Herr Joachim, Mr. W. T. Best, Mr. Trust, 
and Mr. H. Chipp. Decidedly the greatest success was that 
achieved by Herr Joachim in Bach’s chaconne, Mendelssohn’s 
accompaniment to which was beautifully played by Mr. Benedict. 
Herr Pischek, who used to be chie y known by his tasteful 
singing of Lindpaintner’s “ Standard-bearer,”’ made his rentrée 
after a long absence from the metropolis, singing this same song, 
also an air from Mozart’s Entfuhrung aus dem Serail, and a 
ballad by Schumann, ‘‘ Die beiden Grenadiere.’’ Herr Pischek 
was warmly received, but his singing did not produce a sensation. 
He is too uniformly noisy, and appears to have forgotten the 
exquisite modulation of his voice which charmed concert-goers of 
a few years back. Madame Amadei's singing of a ballad by Mr. 
Benedict, ‘‘I murmur not,”’ appeared to be much admired. 
The composition was not to our taste. Mr. Benedict, is in our 
opinion, a great composer, and our admiration of his genius 
perhaps makes us fastidious. Why Mrs. Haynes stould call 
herself, or suffer herself to be called, ‘ Madame Liza Haynes, 
it would puzzle a dozen conjurors to decide. As she sang last 
year on three or four occasions in London, with an English 
handle to her name, we were in no slight — astonished at 
seeing in the programme the foreign prefix. Mrs. Haynes, and 
her husband (who is accountable for her actions) have fallen 
50 per cent. in our estimation, and if the lady desire to avoid so 
unpleasant a decadence in that of the public, who are not the fools. 
they used to be, she will ‘at once drop the ‘‘ Madame. Mrs. 
Haynes, who has an agreeable voice, and sings with some skill, 
gave the hiera, from Rossini’s Otello, being beautifully accom- 
panied oe te harp Mr. Trust. Mr. Wilbye Cooper sang 
‘ Kitty,” which he has lately introduced at the Beaumont 
Institution and at a miscellaneous concert at St. James’s Hall. 
It is not pment in so large a room, and Mr. Cooper did not 
appear to advantage. 

Mr. Best played Bach's prelude and fugue in G with that ex- 
traordinary ease and perfectness which characterize all his per- 
formances, and was much applauded, but the tone of the orn 
was anything but satisfactory, and we cannot consider that 
talented exocutant a under favourable circumstances. 

The hall was well filled. Mr. Benedict conducted, as usual, and 
‘accompanied the songs, &c. We should not forget to record that 
his pupil, Miss Susan Goddard, played with Mr. H. Chipp,

Altogether the concert was 
exceedingly satisfactory, and the programme was of exemplary 
dimensions. 


Miss A. Manyine’s Concert, Hanover-squarz.—A nu- 
merous audience assewbled on Thursday eveniog last at this 
concert-room, and appeared highly pleased with the entertain- 
ment provided fur the occasion by Miss Augusta Manning, who 
displayed her abilities in a twofold capacity—as a pianoforte 





player and vocalist—and in each showed signs of careful training 
and executive skill. For the pianoforte she selected a sonata duo 
of Beethoven’s—being ably assisted therein by Mons. Paque—and 
Thalberg’s ‘* Home, sweet home.’’ In both these pieces she dis- 
played considerab'e power, execution, and taste, by the manner 
in which she rendered them; although she seemed suffering from 
nervousness in the first-mentioned piece, and which was more 
apparent from a slight break in the time towards the conclusion. 
This drawback was, however, not so observable in her vocal 
efforts, viz., Marliani‘s ‘* Stanca di pid,’ and Thomas Liney’s 
**O bid your faithful Ariel fly.’’ In these sonzs she afforded 
much pleasure by her sweet and pleasing style of singing. She 
likewise took part in two trios with Miss H. Bell and Mr. C, 
Chap'e. Madame Rudersdorff and Mr. Sims Reeves also sang. 
The former was encored in ‘‘She wore a wreath of roses,” and 
took the liberty of substituting ‘*’ Twas within a mile of Edinboro’ 
town,’’ a liberty which was also taken by Miss Manning singing 
“The young recruit,’ on taking an encore for Linley’s song. 
Mr. Reeves, who unfortunately appeared to be suffering from an 
affection of the throat, with better taste repeating Hatton’s 
*¢ Excelsior,’ and ** Phoebe, dearest,’’ on being cailed on by the 
audience. Mr. Randegyer’s bolero, ‘* Vien della danza,’ is not 
at all to our taste; it is chiefly composed of a number of most 
unvocal passages, which are more suitable for the violin than the 
voice. ‘* Lascia ch’ io pianga’’ (Handel) was nicely sung by Miss 
Henrietta Bell, and Mr. Chaple, who has a fair voice of moderate 
compass, but showed very little method in his singing, con- 
tributed ‘Il baien’’ (and in the cadenza, after shouting out 
the words ‘‘la tempesta,”’ finished the song with the words ‘‘ del 
mio cor’’ in an almost inaudible whisper), also a remarkably 
chaste and melodious song by Lachner, ‘‘I think then of thee,” 
with violoncello obbligato, played by M. Paque in the most irre- 
proachable style. Mr. Bb. Wells chose to alter the solo put down 
for him by playing ‘‘ Jenny Jones’’ with variations, in place of 
‘¢Malbrook.’’ Mr. H. Harrison also chose to alter the accom- 
paniment to the suid solo, for he lost his place in the last variation, 
and spoilt the climax. We are malicious enough not to be sorry 
for Mr. Wells; why could be not keep to the piece named in the 
programme ? Messrs. Land, Randegyer, and H. Harrison were 
the conductors. We had almost forgot to mention that Mr. J. 
Balsir Chatterton played a fantasia on the harp in his usual ex- 
cellent style, notwithstanding the contretemps of a string breaking 
during the performance therecf. 

Herr Mo.iqve gave his annual concert at the Hanover-square 
Rooms on Wednesday evening. The programme comprise: four 
of his compositions,—a M § overture, a ditto pianoforte concerto, 
a fandango for the violin, and the concertina concerto, written 
some few years ago for Regondi. Of these the most important 
were the last-name? and the pianoforte concerto. Mdlie. Anna 
Molique was the pianist, and exquisitely she played. We look 
forward anxiously to hearing this young lady again. She was 
enthusiastically appiauded and recalled at the close of the concerto, 
of which we vastly regret we — heard one movement and a 
half; indeed, our attack upon Hanover-square was a sort of 
‘¢forlorn hope’’ business, for we retired in an irate condition 
from St. James’s Hall, after fruitless efforts to secure our perch 
at the concert of La Presse de Londres, and bethought ourselves 
of Herr Molique’s concert, to which we forthwith repaired, though 
we were not in possession of tickets. Here we met with the 
ubiquitous and obliging Mr. Van Praag, who speedily saw us 
into a state of sedentary satisfaction, and who was in condition 
of as great astonishment as ourselves that we had received no 
invitation from Herr Molique, of whose talent—as our readers 
must have observed—we have always been ready acknowledgers. 
The concertina concerto is a charming work; it is exceedingly 
beautiful as a composition, while it admirably develops the 
peculiarities and capabilities of the solo instrument. The first 
and last movements are studded with difficulties, and few but 
Regondi could play them. It is almost needless to add that he 
played to perfection. The andanie is one of the most delicious 
movements of the kind that can be met with, its only fault being 
that it is too Mendelssohnian; indeed Mendelssohn is palpable 
throughout, and the work resembles that composer's vi lin 
concerto in general design and construction, With the andante 
even those who have an antipathy to the eoncertina must have 
been enchanted. Such an instrument can never become orchestral, 
but as a solo instrument for concertos, &c., it is evident that it 
may be used with the most excellent effect. There was some 
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indifferent singing, by Madame Rudersdorff and Miss Kemble, 
and the concert concluded with Beethoven's Prometheus overture. 
Herr Molique and Mr. Manns conducted. 


Mr. Acuriar gave his annual matinée on Monday last, at the 
Hanover-square Rooms, which were ne:rly filled by his friends 
and patrons. Mr. Aguilar distinguished himself in Mozart's trio 
in E, in which he was assisted by Herr Jansa and M. Paque, and 
in Beethoven’s sonata in E flat, op. 29; but the performance on 
his part most to our taste was that of Bach’s concerto in D minor, 
with quintett stringed accompaniments, by Messrs. Jansa, Cle- 
menti, Goffrie, Paque, and Howell. The audience received this 
work with coldness, but to the real lover of good music it was a 
great treat. The adagio, in which the accompanying instruments 
have sostenwto music, while the pianoforte part is so florid and 
discursive as to be a guast fantasia, is very striking, and the 
ganelier distribution of the chords for the violins and viola pro- 

uces a charming effect. Bach’s music for stringed instruments 
appears to us to occasion a different tone from that of any other 
composer. Mr. Aguilar also played Mendelssohn’s caprice in E 
(op. 33) and Chep'n’s Polonaise in A flat, but he was not par- 
ticularly successtul in either of these. The vocal music was con- 
tributed by Miss Lindo and Signor Marras. The young lady, 
who appeared for the first time, seemed rather nervous and was 
not always in tune; we trust that when she gains confidence 
there will b» no doubt about her intonation, for it is a point of pri- 
mary importance. Signor Marras sang some of his own graceful 
morceaux de salon to the great delizht of bis fair auditors. Signor 
Marras accowpanied himself, and each time mounted the plat- 
form in his gloves, the removal of which cau-ed a little unneces- 
sary delay, beside bearing the semblance of affectation. If an 
artist comes to the platform with the intention of sitting down to 
the pianoforte, surely it would be well to remove the gloves 
beforehand. 


Mr. Laneton WILt1AMs gave his annual grand concert, at the 
Music-hall, Store-street, on Monday last, at which the following 
talent was employed. Miss Louisa Vinning, Miss Lascelles, Miss 
Julia Bleaden, the Misses M‘Alpine, Miss Lizzy Stuart, Miss 
Wortley, Miss Catherine Moore, and Miss Poole: Mr. George 
Perren, Mr. Montem Smith, Mr. Wilbye Cooper, Mr. Thomas, 
Mr. Al'an Irvirg, and Mr. Frank Bodda. Mr. Viotti Collins, 
violin, Mr. Geo. Case, concertina, Mr. Cheshire, harp, Miss 
Emma Allen and Mr. Langton Williams, pianoforte. Conductors, 
Herr Wilhelm Ganz, Mr. Avant, and Mr. Frank Braine. A 
lengthy programme, consisting mainly of songs and instrumental 
solos, was executed to the delight of a numerous audience. Some 
new ba'la's by Mr. Langton Williams, as well as one or two of 
his stock favourites, were introduced.

King’ s-road. 


Hanve Sratvz.—A subscription of £50 has been voted by 
the committee of the Sacred Hurmonic Society to the Handel 
statue fund. The Queen has subscribed £50, and the Prince 
Consort £25; but the whole sum as yet contributed in this 
country is less than £200. 








A Srrancz Mepizy.—A Te Deum was performed at the 
Roman Catholic Chapel here (Hong Kong) on Sunday afternoon, 
for the late mir-culous perservation of the Emperor and Empress 
of the French from assassination. The ceremony was attended 
by their Excellencies Sir John Bowring, and Sir Michsel 
Seymour, by all the naval and military officers who could be 
spared trom duty, and by the foreign consuls in full dress. The 
band of his Imperial Majesty's frigate Nemesis attended, and 
saluted his Excellency Admiral de Genouilly and his friends on 
their entrance with ‘‘Partant pour la Syrie.’’ The Te Deum 
was then chanted, followed by a fantasia from J7 Trovatore; and 
after a prayer for his Imperial Majesty of France, and the per- 
formance by the hand of **God Save the Queen,” the audience 
disp-rsed.—China Mail, March 25.

Mr. AuBert Smtr is about to take a last farewell of the 
Monarch of Mountains, and to visit China in order to collect 
materials for a new entertainment. His intentions are expressed 
in the following Address :-— 

“To MY AUDIENCE. 


“ After nearly seven years, and 2000 representations of my enter- 
tainment—connected with the most pleasant associations and acquaint- 
ances, and the most interesting memories of my life—it can be con- 
ceived that it is not without some rustling of mixed feelings I announce 
the present as the last season and the last representations of ‘ Mont 
Blane.’ 

“Not that the popularity of the subject has decreased, or that its 
interest appears to be worn out with my old and firm friends, the public ; 
but since the 15th March, 1852, on which evening it was first presented 
to them, I have scarcely had what can be called a holiday—the spas- 
modie scamper of six weeks which I have annually made about the 
Continent, at the end of the season, having been as much occupied in 
collecting and arranging materials for the new route as in recovering 
from the fatigue of constaitly—day after day, week after week, month 
after month—illustrating the old one. 

“T have, therefore, come to the determination of applying to myself 
for a much longer leave of absence than has been hitherto allowed me ;

It is, at present, a point of con- 
centrated interest with us all. It has the quaint advantage of remaining 
now, at the present time, just what it was thousands of years ago. Its 
popular productions have a wide hold on us, from the ‘ Wonderful 
Lamp’ of childhood, and the dinner-gong and dessert-service of the 
prime of life, to the ‘strong family congou’ of our declining years, to 
say nothing about that celebrated blue landscape in enamel so very 
faithful in its attendance on us throughout our entire lives. And as far 
as we are yet informed everything about China scems to be quaint, and 
strange, and madly comical. ou 

“ T hope that no foreign wars nor home occurrences will interfere 
with my present intentions, and that I may be enabled in a short time 
to say ‘Good bye’—I trust only for a while—to all my friends, full of 
bright hope and expectancy. “ ALBERT SMITH.”

CLERKENWELL.—A poor German boy, about 16 years of age, 
belonging to one of the itinerant German bands, was charged 
with throwing stones in the highway at Kingsland. P 

The charge of throwing stones was fully proved, and explained 
to the defendant by a German gentleman, who attended out of 
kindness, and who informed ‘the magistrate that from what he 
had ascertained from the boy he had learnt that there was a cer- 
tain class of persons who made their livelihood by trefficking in 
human flesh. The case of the poor boy before his worship was a 
very hard one. He anda number of other boys and men were 
induced to come to this country by it being held out to them that 
they would have very mor wages, plenty to eat and drink, and 
comfortable lodgings. When they arrived here they svon ascer- 
tained the deception that had been ised upon them. Instead 
of a comfortable home they were huddled together in a dirty, 
filthy place, did not have s proper supply of food, and received 
for wages 2s. 6d. per week, although they were in the habit of 
taking home large sums of money, frequently more than £10 
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per week. He trusted that his worship would take some notice 
of the matter, and put a stop to such a disgraceful practice. 

Mr. Tyrwhitt said, there could not be the slightest doubt that 
a great number of quiet, studious people were much annoyed by 
the playing of German bands, and the continual noises of a 
parcel of Italian organ-grinders. The playing of music was a 
notorious excuse for begging. The outcasts and scum of all 
other countries were sent here to overrun our streets and to fill 
the pockets of a few masters whose cupidity was notorious. Too 
strong a measure had been attempted to be passed the other day. 
He thought that the penalty for the playing of music to the 
annoyance of the public should have remained the same as it 
now is in the Police Act, and that the magistrates should have a 
discretion to order the detention of the instruments for three or 
six months. The master was the person who reaped the benefit, 
and he sunk a large amount of capital in providing instruments, 
which he would not like to have detained. He could not help 
the cupidity of the masters, and had no power to stop the impor- 
tation of these poor deluded Germans and Italians. That was 
for the Legislature to deal with. Street-begging and street-alms 
were the encouragers and hotbeds of all manner of vice. Sick 
or well, disposed or indisposed, persons studying for their pro- 
fession, or engaged in the most important matters, which required 
quiet and repose, were all annoyed by the performances of a 
parcel of fellows, the sweepings of every dirty little street in the 
small States of Italy. No other country in the world but this 
would pe up with such a state of things. For the offence which 
the defendant had committed he could be fined 40s,, but as this 
was the defendant’s first appearance at this court he should only 
fine him 5s., or seven days. 

The defendant left his instrument as security for the money, 
and then quitted the court with the interpreter. 


Bow-strEeet.—Mr. Joseph Blamont, a barrister, of 6, Old- 
square, Lincoln’s-inn, attended to prefer a charge against Joseph 
Belasco, the keeper of a small ‘ ticket-office’’ opposite the Royal 
Italian Opera-house in Bow-street, for having obtained £1 11s. 6d. 
of him by false pretences. 

Mr. Lewis appeared for the defendant, the complainant con- 
ducting his own case. 

The case appeared to excite considerable interest, and one 
or two other gentlemen who had made similar complaints to the 
magistrate were in attendance, intending to be guided by the 
decision of the Court. 

Charles Constant, clerk to the complainant, proved that he 
was sent to the Royal Italian Opernhonte on Monday, the 17th 
inst., with instructions to purchase three of the amphitheatre- 
stalls, advertised at 10s. 6d. each, if precurable; or three at 7s. or 
5s., if the former could not be obtained. He went to the new 
theatre, and being informed that the temporary office was on the 
opposite side of the street he crossed over, as he supposed to the 
office in question, and saw the defendant, whom he believed to be 
the authorized agent of Mr. Gye. The office was a small recess, 
apparently partitioned off from a shop, and fitted up with a plan 
of the interior of the new theatre. e placards inside and out 
intimated that tickets were to be had within. Witness stated 
what he required, upon which defendant produced three tickets, 
saying, ‘* Are you aware of the price?’ Witness said he wanted 
the half-guinea tickets. Defendant said, ‘‘ These are the half- 
guinea tickets,’’ and pointing to the middle of the third row 
upon his plan, said that they admitted the purchaser to those places, 

pon this representation witness paid him the sum he demanded 
--namely, £1 lls, 6d. The tickets purchased admitted, to the 
performance of Tuesday evening, the 18th. On Wednesday 
morning witness went again to the defendant's office, by direc- 
tion of his employer, to complain that they were only 5s. tickets, 
and admitted to the fifth row instead of the third, as represented. 
The defendant and another man were there, and the father said, 
‘ They altered the plan at the theatre, and we can’t be responsible 
for that.’’ Witness demanded back 16s, 6d., the difference in 
the price charged and the value of the tickets, but they refused, 
and ordered witness out of the shop. The defendant said they 
paid 8s. 6d. each for the tickets ves, and offered to bet 
witness.a sovereign that he could not get them at.ds. each. Wit- 
ness having now discovered that he had mistaken this place for 
the genuine office, which was a few doors off, demanded to 
know the name, of the defendant and the other persga present. 


The defendant said, ‘‘ The name is over the door 
and the number is 24.’’ 
of “ Harris’’ outside. 
, Mr. Lewis.—Did the defendant say, when he sold you these 
tickets, that they were the tickets issued by the conductors. of 
the New Opera House at 10s. 6d. ? 

Witness.—No. He said ‘‘ these are the 10s. 6d. tickets.’’ 

Mr. Lewis. —Meaning that they were the tickets which he 
sold at 10s. 6d. 

Mr. Edward Hall, of Myddleton-square, keeper ot the box- 
office of the new theatre, deposed that the tickets produced 
admitted to the fifth row of ‘the amphitheatre stalls, and were 5s. 
each. The first row of stalls were 10s. 6d., the second row 7s. 
and all the rest were 5s. 

Mr. Lewis.—Then the third and fifth rows are the same price ? 

Witness.—Yes, 5s. That was the price charged for the tickets 
produced; but, of course, we do not know who are the pur- 
chasers, or what use may be made of them. No extra charge 
beyond the price advertised is ever made at our office. 

. Lewis.—But you are aware that tickets are purchased by 
speculators like defendant, and like the booksellers at the West- 
end, to be sold again at double and treble the price advertised ? 

Witness.—No doubt of that. 

The Macistratg.—I do not attach much importance to the 
price charged for these tickets, for everybody knows that the 
dealers realize a large profit upon them, and if the public are 
willing to pay it, instead of going to the theatre for their tickets, 
no one has a right to murmur. The question here is, what was 
the representation made by defendant when he sold the tickets 3 

Mr. Lewis.—I submit that the summons has been already 
answered. It charges the defendant with [having represented 
them as the ‘tickets issued by Mr. Gye at 10s. 6d. each. In 
answer to my question the witness admits that the defendant 
made no such representation. ‘ 

Mr. Blamont, the complainant, observed that there could not 
be a doubt of the meaning implied if not actually expressed .by 
the defendant, who had also represented the seats to be in the 
third instead of the fifth row. 

Mr. Haut inquired of the witness Constant if the seats were 
numbered on the defendant's plan. 

The witness replied that none of the seats were numbered. 

Mr. Hatt considered it was just possible, under these circum- 
stances, that the defendant might have been mistaken as to the 
row of seats to which these tickets admitted. No doubt strong 
conjectures and surmises to the contrary might be entertained, 
but it would not do to. convict upon mere surmise, and therefore 
the summons must be dismissed.

BIRMINGHAM.—The first of two concerts tage ee Sutton, 
took place at the Music-hall, on Thursday week. ime 
was both excellent and classical ; but we t to say that it fuiled 
to attract a good audience. A great deal has been said and writ- 
ten lately on the alleged increasing relish of our townsfolk for 
classical music, and the crowded attendance at Dee's Hotel, on 
the occasion of the Bach concert, given by the Rev. J. Lunn, 
was hailed as an augury of an intprovement in musical taste, but 
we fear that the secret of the crowded room lay in these magical 
words—*‘ free admission.” At all events, either owing to the 
‘¢ unfavourable weather ’—that scape;roat of thin audiences—or 
some other equally weighty cause, Mr. Sutton failed to obtain the 
support that his programme and the style of its performance so well 
deserved. The principal attraction was the e of Otto 
and Ferdinand Booth, from Carlsruhe, two intelligent children, 
possessing exquisite talent on the violin and violoncello. 
were supported by Miss Baker, Mrs. Sutton, and Mrs. 
son, as vocalists, while Mr. Sutton acted as nist and 
conductor. The finished style in which Otto and Ferdinand 
Booth executed the pieces assigned to them. would have done 
credit to more matured performers. The gem of the concert was, 
however, the duo from William Tell, which was rendered with 
the most perfect fidelity by Mr. Sutton and Otto . 
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Sutton sang ‘TI will extol Thee,’’ from Zi, and contributed 
effectively 10 the success of the concerted pieces. Miss Baker 
very arreeahly sang 1 ballad, by Mr. Sutton, ‘ False friend. wilt 
thou smile or weep?'’ The song was warmly received and en- 
cored. The second concert took place on Friday evening. The 
audience, thouzh a little more numerous than on the previons 
evening, was still wretchedly thin. A pleasanter concert could 
scarcely he conceived. Miss Baker did full justice to Weber's 
scena, *Sofily sighs;’’ and Mrs. Sutton sang ‘*The Captive 
Greek Grl’’ with simplicity and purity. Mrs. Donaldson was 
more successful with Mozart's **Voi che sapete’’ than in the 
ballad of the previous evening, ** By the sad sea waves,’’ in which 
her efforts were morred by nervousness.

deserved the patronage it received.—Again congratulating Mr. 
Hime on the success attending his exertions throughout, —a 
success certainly never surpassed on any previous occasion,—we 
await the opening of the second series, in the autum, with con- 
fidence that he will, if possible, surpass himself, and render the 
‘¢ People’s Concerts’’ a permanent institution of the town.— 
Daily Post. 

LURGAN —Mr. Murrow’s concert took place in the Mechanics 
Institute, May 7th, under the patronage of the Rt. Hon. Lord 
and Lady Lurgan, who, with a large party, honoured the per- 
formance with their presence. Nearly the whole of the éie of 
the town and vicinity were also present. The orchestra consisted 
of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Robinson, Messrs. F. and J. [Lart, and 
Mr. William Wood. of Armagh Cathedral, assisted by Mr. Murrow 
himself as tenor. The first piece in the programme was the over- 
ture to Rossini’s Z’Ita7iana in Algieri, which was beautifully ren- 
dered by the Messrs. Hart and Wood, with Mrs. Robinson at the 
pianoforte ; and, indeed, the same may be said of the trio and 
three other overtures. Muller’s ‘‘Spring’s Delights’? came 
next, and was creditably sung, the piano and forte paris being 
very nicely observed. Mr. Francis Hart played two solos on the 
violin, accompanied on the piano by Mrs. Robinson, and as usual 
he elicited great applause, particularly in his exquisite perform- 
ance of ‘* Savourneen Dheelish.”” Mr. Wood sang ‘* The Village 
Blacksmith’ with much tenderness and feeling, and was warmly 
applauded on its conclusion; his other song, ‘* The huntsm:n, 
soldier, and sailor,’’ was also duly appreciated, as was Mr. John 
Hart’s performance on the violoncello. Of Mrs. Robinson's 
pianoforte playing we really cannot say too much : the rapidity of 
her execution, her style of playing, and her extreme taste, ex- 
ceeded anything of the kind we have ever had the pleasure of 
listening to. It was not, however, much beyond our anticipations, 
for from the great name this lady has earned fur herself as a 
pianist, we expected something extraordinary, and we must say 
we were gratified to the fullest extent; it need scarcely be added 
that she was rapturously encored. The Irish melody, ‘‘ L-t Erin 
remember,’’ arranged for four voices, was also deservedly en- 
cored. Mr. Murrow sang Herrick’s song, ‘‘I do confess,’ very 
nicely, and was most warmly received and encored. The concert 
was, in every respect, successful, and by far exceeded anything of 
the sort ever given in our town before. Lord and Laty Lurgan, 
as well as the entire audience, expressed themselves highly 
delighted with the performance and arrangements. 

NORTH SHIELDS.—Mr. Barker of the Catholic Church Choir, 
gave a grand concert of vocal and instrumental music, in the 
Albion Assembly-rooms, on Wednesday last, before a numerous 
and fashionable audience. Owing to indisposition Mrs Sunder- 
land did not appear, but her place was most ably filled by Miss 
Whitham of Huddersfield; her songs were given with exquisite 
feeling and finish. The other vocalists were Miss Redpath, Miss 
Masterton, and Mr. Barker, each of whom sustained their parts 
in a most creditable manner. The band, which was very effici nt, 
played most effectively the overtures to Guy Mannvring and 
Tancredi, and a new galop by Mr. W. F. Greenwell. Mr. 
Henderson as leader, and Mr. Charles A. Greenwell as pianist, 
were all that was required. Mr. W. F.Greenwell was conductor, 
and the programme was gone through to the entire satisfaction of 
the audience. 

The members of the Catholic Church Choir, assisted by several 
professional and amateur friends, gave a concert of sacred music, 
in the Albion Assembly-rooms, on Whit-monday evening, before 
a numerous audience. The performance was divided into two 
parts. The first part consisted of Buhler’s motctt “ Jesu 
Dolciss,"’ ‘*O Father, whose Almighty power,’’ an: selections 
from The Creation. The second part was composed of 
Zingerelli's **Laudate’’ and selections from The Messiah. con- 
cluding with ‘Hallelujah’? from Beethoven's Mount of Olives. 
Between the parts the Rev. J. Bewich delivered a very interest- 
ing and instructive lecture on Tynemouth Priory. All the pieces 





were exceedingly well performed, particularly the *¢ Laudate,”” 
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‘‘In native worth,”’ and ‘Rolling in foaming billows.” Mr. 
Henderson, as leader of the band, and Mr. Charles A. Greenwell 
as organist, acquitted themselves admirably; Mr. W. F. Green- 
well :conduotei. 

RD.—An exercise for the degree of Mus. Bac., by Mr. 
Philip Armes, organist of St. Andrew's, Wells-street, London, 
was performed in the Music School, on Friday, the 21st. The form 
of the work was that of a short cantata, the words being selected 
from the second chapter of the Prophet Joel, and consisted of 
four choruses, solos for bass, tenor, and soprano, and two quartetts. 
It appeared to be a work of more than ordinary merit, and 
although not strikingly original, yet con'aining many points 
of great beauty and of sound writing. The accompaniments, 
although written for a full orchestra, were performed by a 
quintett band of stringed instruments, with the addition of a 
harmonium (the organ in the music-school of one of the greatest 
universities in England being a mere cypher and entirely useless). 

Dr. Corfe, of Christchurch, conducted the performance, Mr. 
Armes presiding at the harmonium. The tenor solo was sung 
with great taste by Mr. Whiffin, of St. George’s, Windsor, the 
bass solo by the Rev. C. A. Wickes, of St. Andrew's, Well- 
street, London, and the treble solo by one of the choristers of 
Christchurch Cathedral. 

RED HILL (Reigate).—Frederick Doulton, Esq., gave a capital 
lecture on Shakspeare’s comedy of As You Like It, at the Infant 
School-rooms here on Wednesday night, with vocal illustrations 
by Messrs. Fielding, W. Cummings, Shoubridge, and R. Cum- 
mings. The glees were ‘Under the greenwood tree,’ and 
‘What shall he have that killed the deer’’ (Bishop); songs, 
‘Blow thou wintry wind’’ (Arne), by Mr. W. Cummings; 
‘Then was there mirth in heav’n”’ (Bishop), by Mr. R. Cum- 
mings; and ‘ It was a lover and his lass’’ (old melody), by Mr. 
Fielding. The encores were the second glee and Mr. Fielding’s 
song. 

RYDE.—The fourth and last concert for the season by the 
members of the Musical Union took place at the Victoria-rooms 
on Tuesday week, before a numerous and respectable audience ; 
indeed, with the exception of the free entertainments given by 
the Ryde Philharmonic Society, no amateur concert has ever 
attracted such an attendance before in the town. With regard 
to the merits of the performances, we can speak in terms of 
general praise; and, considering the raw materials with which 
Mr. Holloway, the spirited and indefatigable conductor, had to 
work, and the shortness of time he has been engaged in organizing 
them, it must be admitted that he has done wonders, which no- 
thing but an enthusiastic lover of his art could accomplish. Mr. 
J. G. Jones performed, during the evening, two solus on the 
cornet in first-rate style, and was vociferously encored. Mrs. 
Short sang ‘* The Twilight Queen’’ and ‘* The Lowland Maid; ”’ 
in the latter an encore was demanded, but modestly declined. 
Mr. Fenwick sang ‘‘Sound the trumpet’s loud alarms’’ with 
considerable spirit, but his second song was not so successful. 
Mr. Butler gave two songs, the first of which, **'[oo late,’’ was 
sweetly rendered. Mr. Newbook was encored in his first song, 
‘*T had a dream.’” The other noticeable solo was ‘‘ The Wolf,”’ 
by Mr. Day. Taking the performances as a whole we must un- 
hesitatingly say they were the best ever given by amateurs in 
Ryde.—( Isle of Wight Observer. ) 

An AsrronomicaL Lecrure and Mosicat Festiva came 
off on Wednesday week at the Victoria-rooms, before a very 
meagre audience. “A Mr. Macintosh delivered the lecture, which 
abounded with eru*i‘ion, but was of an abstruse and dry cha- 
racter. To efiliven the entertainment, Mrs. Macintosh sang 
several sulos, chiefly from the works of Handel.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “MUSICAL GAZETTR.” 
Str;Haveyou‘ever perused a work entitled “ A short Account of 
Organs built. in England from the reign of Charles II. to the present 
Time” (Masters;.1847)? If not, yourself, and the organists in general 
who ‘réad your paper, will be much edified, and I have no doubt ¢on~ 


organs of this country, which has been going on for the last sixty years, 
and is still going on, has tempted the author of this little book to write 
a few pages in their defence, with the hope that they may have some 
effect in preventing their wanton destruction in future. The general 
excuse for removing them from our churches (though their encmies: even 
acknowledge that their tone is in most respects far superior to the organs 
built at the present time) is this, that they are totally unfit for the per- 
formance of the music of the day, which, in the humble cpinion of the 
writer, is a strong argument in their favour, and an additional reason 
for their being retained ; for the music of the day is certainly very far 
from ecclesiastical in its style, and therefore far more deserves turning 
out than the fine organs of Sehmidt, Harris, and others. ‘The reason 
why these beautiful instruments are so often destroyed is, that the 
clergy, and those in authority, are persuaded by their orgauists that the 
instruments in‘question are not fit to play upon; by which they mean 
that it is impossible to show off upon them in the most approved 
fashion, for they have neither pedals, swell, or any of those complicated 
contrivances with which these modern Musie Mills (as Mr. Jebb most 
aptly calls them in his lectures on the choral service) are crowded, Every 
lover of true cathedral music must have experienced how much these 
modern alterations and additions to the organ mar the effeet of that 
most devotional manner of performing the church service. In the 
chanting of the psalms the attention is continually drawn. from the 
voices'by the perpetually changing of stops and clattering of composition 
pedals, forthe modern cathedral organist scarcely ever accompanies six 
verses on the same stops, or even on the same row of keys, and keeps 
up a perpetual thundering with the pedals throughout the psalms.” 
At page 11, the author goes on to say, * In Germany, there is a chorus 
upon the pedals as well as upon the manual, which seems to have the 
desired effect. But as fugue playing is not the chief object in an 
English cathedral, and the consequences of pedals, and pedal pipes 
more especially, have been so mischievous it is much to be desired that 
they should be removed from cathedral organs.” At page 82, the author 
speaks of the organ at St. Paul’s cathedral and also the organist. He 
says, “ The magnificent chorus of this organ seems to be duly appre- 
ciated by the organist, as the writer has often heard the greater part of 
the choral service of this cathedral accompanied on the full organ. The 
last time he attended the service, it is but fair to siate that this was not 
the case, and he, therefore, hopes that an improvement: in the system 
may be looked (for, though the pedal pipes were as overpowering as 
ever.” At page 68, the writer speaks of Westminster i and the 
masterly manner in which the organ there is touched by Mr. Turle, 
“ whose accompaniment of the choral service is quite a model for thut 
kind of organ-playing.” 

I must apologize for trespassing so much on your space. T could say 
much, but I dare ask some of your readers will give me an opinion on 
this “little book.”

Now, would it not. be 
right to say to these organ-men (in choice Italian, of course), “Go to 
such a street, and play opposite such a house. A nobleman lives there 
who likes your organ-grindingI do not.” Or I have no objection to 
join-a subscription to pay a few organ-grinders, with the most discor- 
dant organs, and « German band or two, to grind and ‘play in the 
neighbourhood of the Houses of Parliament for a few every 
evening there is a house. We should then have an opportunity of 
judging how they are able to endure this “little evil.”
